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Attempt to arrest a Supposed Insur- 
rectionist. — Great excitement prevailed at 
Concord, Mass., at a lale hour on the night 
of April 3d. Watson Fruve, a Deputy U. S. 
Marshal, and Simon Carlton. Deputy Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the U. S. Senate, called at 
the residence of F. B. Sanborn, with a requi- 
sition signed by the Vice President, and en- 
dorsed by the Sergeant-at-Arms, for San- 
born, who refused to appear before the Har- 
per's Ferry Committee Sanborn was seized 
by the officers and others, handcuffed and 
taken to a carriage. He struggled violently. 
The members of his family cried "murder," 
&c The excitement spread over town. The 
bells were rung collecting a large crowd of 
people. The carriage was broken. San- 
born was forcibly taken from the officers by 
the crowd, until a writ of hub ens corpus was 
issued by Judge Hoar of the Supreme Court. 
It was said a writ had been prepared for an 
emergency. Amid the acclamations of the 
crowd, Sanborn was taken home by Deputy 
Sheriff More, and a warrant was sued out 
by some citizens against the U. S. oliicers. 
Tho next day Sanborn appeared before tin; 
Supreme Court in Boston. The matter was 
also brought before the legislature and dis- 
cussed elaborately. 

After a hearing. Chief Justice Shaw deliv- 
ered the opinion of the Court. He was not 
prepared, on the first point raised, to decide 
that the Senate could not have its processes 
served outside of the District of Columbia. 
But, on the second and third points, he de- 
cided that the Sergeant-at-Arms could not 
deputize his authority ; a warrant of this sort 
must be limited to the person to whom it is 
given. It was oidered that Sanborn be dis- 
charged. 

ThTu decision was received with manifes- 
tations of applause. 

On Sanborn's re' urn to Concord he was 
met with shouts of joy which rent the air. 
Cannons were fired ; the Uniled States offi- 
cer was hissed; public meetings were held ; 
resolutions were adopted and speeches 
made ; and the officers were taken before 
Justice Ball, after being held to bail for their 
appearance. 

Sir John Bowkinc and run Emperor 
Napoleon. — Sir John Bowiing, writing 
from Paris to a friend, says: "My visit lias 
been a most gratifying and satisfactory one. 
I had hardly arrived hare when I received 
an invitation from the Emperor to a private 
audience, which lasted long, in which he 
spoke to me of bis general policy, and of 
his commercial views specially. The re- 
ception was singularly cordial, and nothing 
could be more decided than his purposes of 
amity, nor more frank than his explanations 
on every subject. I believe the information 
I gave him on many subjects will essential- 
ly help the good work, which progresses in 
spite of all opposition, and which will be a 
security for peace and mutual prosperity 
such as nothing but an alliance of common 
interests could ever alTord. I was invited 
to dine with the Society of Political Econo- 
mists, which consists of about a hundred 
members, who have been the apostles of 
free trade, among whom are the soundest 
and the most influential statesmen of 
France. They favored me with marked 
attention, while, at their request, I drew a 
sketch of tho beneficient influences of 
emancipated commerce upon our social and 
political condition. I venture to hope that 
Napoleon III. will add the final wreath to 
his coronal, and give France institutions 
worthy of her civilization." — London Morn- 
ing Post. 

The British and War. — It is strange 
enough that a nation which is the offspring 
of war and conquest — the essence of fight- 
ing races— with the blood of Viking, Nor- 
man, Saxon and Celt, and who knows what 
infusion of Roman, running in its veins, 
should have alwavs exhibited a certain 
amount of contempt for military sciences 
and for pure soldiery. No people on earth 
are more martial ; but none know so little, 
or care less, about the principle of war. 
We English have never invented a system 
of fortification, though, it cannot bo said we 
did not need castles oven when our fleet 
protected our shores. We have never or- 
ganized a military systom, or oven an order 
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of batlle. All improvements in implements 
of war, except Armstrong's gun, which has 
yet to be tested in actual service, have come 
from abroail ; and such grand discoveries 
and immense improvements as we have 
made in the mechanicul arts are, in a mili- 
tary sense, apparently more advantageous 
to our neighbors than to ourselves. Our 
treatises on the science of war are trans- 
lations, mere fragmentary essays, or dry 
text-books and manuals. It seems as if, in 
our undoubted power of fighting, wo scorned 
all adjuncts; and, indeed, not a few even 
now maintain that the intrqdnutiori of Min- 
erva to the British IvlarS will terminate in 
the youth's entire ruin. — Army and Navy 
Gazette. 

The Prince ok Orange. — They who 
frequent Court circles inform us that the 
young Prince of Orange is about to espouse 
our Princess Alice. Such an alliance would 
unquestionably tend to consolidate our Pro- 
testant and political intcrt j'.s ; but it may be 
doubled whether it would be favorably 
viewed in Holland. The grandfather of the 
present King of Holland bequeathed an 
enormous fortune to his three sons, one of 
whom, the father of the present King, whilst 
Prince of Orange, disunguished himself at 
Waterloo ; he married the Czar's sister Pau- 
lowna, and proved himself a better soldier 
than financier, for he quickly squandered his 
inheritance, and the mysterious disappear- 
ance of his consort's casket of magnificent 
jewels produced a lawsuit as famous and 
scandalous as that of the famous Collier dc 
la Heme. The sudden withdrawal of the 
prosecution gave rise to various rumors at 
the Hague connected with the King's ex- 
travagance. His brother, Prince Frederick 
husbanded his immense wealth, and by ex- 
tensive purchases or land in Silesia and 
Holland has quadrupled. his fortune. These 
vast possessions will tali to his two daugh- 
ters, one of whom, the Princess Marie, has 
been supposed in Holland as the destined 
bride of the heir to the ihrone. The Prince 
and his cousin do not appear much attached 
to each other, but iho thrifty Hollanders 
think with good reason, that this money 
should be kept in the family if oossiM" — 
Letter from Paris,

That being insufficient to gra- 
tify his boyish vanity or manly ambition, he 
must also fill the same post for this colony.'' 
To secure that His Excelhvcy acquaints 
Geo. Pearkesj Esq., Crown Solicitor, that 
he was well pleased with his services, but 
the colony had no funds to pay his salary ; 
and consequently would not retain them. 
Mr. Cary was then inducted into the office. 
This was office number two. To render 
him more patriotic in the eyes of llie public 
here (howsoever much ho was reproachod 
by the colony to which he was sent) he 
publishes it everywhere that he accepted 
the onerous duties without any charge to the 
public revenue. Such " kind intentions" 
were certainly praiseworthy. But it turns 
but that this was only part of his game. 
This part, however, must be used to get elec- 
ted to the Assembly, not of his own colony 
but this. The election was secured. So he 
got olfice number three. The next question 
was to take care of "number one'' by doctor- 
ing the estimates to suit him. So Mr. Act- 
ting Attorney Gen. Cary sets down only £810 
to defray the expenses of his olfice that he 
got Mr. Pearkes removed from on the gfoun'tl 
of performing the duties for nothing. Mr. 
Pearkes performed the duties as well if not 
better than him for £300. Mr. Cary, how- 
ever, out of the Assembly promised to do it 
for nothing, and got the office ; but in the 
Assembly he must have £810 a year. Such 
is the retrenchment of this embryo lord 
chancellor and such as it is. it only merits 
public disapprobation. 

One might naturally suppose that " birds 
of a feather would (lock together. " Bui 
Mr. Cary does not believe in that except 
it suits hiixii «>. ii>o uoijiiiiri». „c .u. 
the Supreme Court, whose office is a very 
important one, inasmuch as all monies paid 
into court are placed in his charge, and 
whose duties are four to one greater than 
Mr. Cary's as Attorney General, is only set 
down at £250 in contrast with his £810, and 
with £401) a year to Mr. Cridge for preach- 
ing sermons that the great majority of the 
people never hear, or if they were to hear, 
are willing to pay fir voluntarily. Such 
rare disinterestedness ought certainly re- 
commend him to the Church at least, and 
Ihus secure his future .salvation by recant- 
ing the no church-and-State doctrine. But 
it has done more. His Excellency was 
taken with his admirable genius for office, 
and the favorite pupil of Sir Hugh Cairns, 
who was not born greut has greatt.ess thrust 
upon him, by being made prime minister. 
This makes office number four. 

So unexpected an elevation to the dignity 
of first lord of the treasury, was not without 
its object. The incumbent is pleased with 
the position ; but still more pleased at hav- 
ing an opportunity to put £810 in his pocket. 
At least he appeared so, when he accepted 
it, whatever grave doubts he may have enter 
tamed since last Wednesday. His Excel- 
lency wan lei) to escape in some degree the 
responsibility of recommending the esti- 
mates and general policy, and inauguiale the 
idea that "the Governor can do no wrong," 
so he used the juvenile office-hunter as a 
cats-paw to do his bidding. Hut instead of 
Mr. Cary being able lo pull the chestnuts 
out of the fire without injury to his Excel- 
lency; boih have been singed by the opera- 
tion. In the first place the manner of the 
appointment to the office of prime minister 
is without a precedent— except in the days 
when parliaments were submissive. In the 
second place, if an Executive Council of one 
was designed, then that Council should be a 
responsible one and Mr. Cary's seat should 
bo made vacant, and he appeal to his con- 
stituents for re-election. This has not been 
dono. What how remains is simply for the 
Assembly to vindicate the principles of our 
constitution, and bring bolh principal and 
subordinate to account for encroaching on 
the sacred rights of the Assembly by the 
appointment of an irresponsible minister. 

Winru. wind.— Yesterday afternoon seve- 
ral persona who happened to be in the 
neighborhood, witnessed a whirlwind of 
dust on Broad street near Yates. A great 
cloud of dust, conical in form, moved along 
through the air, about a hundred feet above 
the ground, and remained visible for nearly 
three minutes, whirling about swiftly, re- 
minding the spectator of a huge balloon. 



The May-bay Parade of the Firemen. 



May-Day was a gala day for Victoria. The 
parade of Ur.ion Hook and Ladder Co. No. 
1, in which the ongine' companies had been 
invited to participate, was one of those agree- 
able occasions which are ever brought back 
to tho minds of participants and speclalors 
with pleasurable emotions for years alter 
their occurrence. At an early hour in the 
morning, the whole town was aslir and Hags 
were flying from the engine and hook and 
ladder houses, tho express office, hotels and 
the shipping. About 12 o'clock th>3 differ- 
ent companies commenced to assemble at 
their respective houses, and prepare them- 
selves for the parade. At one o'clock near- 
ly every store in town was closed, and tho 
streets weie thronged with people attired in 
their best and anxious lu see the turn-out. 
About two u'clock the Union Hook anil 
Ladder Company formed with the band from 
H.M.S. Topaze at their head, and proceeded 
to the house of Ihe Deluge Engine Compa- 
ny No. 1, on Broad street, where that com- 
pany fell in liin-, and then inarched down 
Broad to Johnson street to the house Tiger 
Engine Company No. 2. After receiving 
that company, the firemen procceeded down 
Johnson street to Wharf, where Chief En- 
gineer Coker and the General Committee 
were received, and the lino formed and 
moved about 2 o'clock. 

The Procession. 

First, were four stalwart pioneers or axe- 
men, belonging to the Union Hook and 
Ladder Company, who were attired in the 
uniform of that organization. Next in older 
came the Chief Engineer and a delegate 
from ihe Union Hook and Ladder, and the 
Presidents of the Deluge and Tiger Cos. 
Following these were four members of the 
General Committee appointed last fall at a 
meeting of citizens held for the purpose of 
procuring a hook and ladder truck, and 
representatives from the oliice of the Colo- 
nist and Gazette newspapers. The ex- 
cellent band of musicians from H. M. S. 
Topaze came next heading t 

UNION HOOK AM) LADDER CO. NO. 1. 

This company mustered -18 men, and the 
truck was tastefully decoiated with Hags, 
wreattis, etc.; ihe apparatus, together with 
the hooks and ladders, hud been newlv 
painted lor the occasion, and looked well, 
t he company were indebted i« many uf 
the wreaths which appeared upon their 
machine to their fair friends; among the 
most tasteful wreaths of flowers were two 
presented by Mrs. William Jeffrays and 
Mrs. B. Griffin, which adorned the signal- 
lantern. The company appeared in lull 
uniform — red shirts, black 'pants and New 
York fire-hats, and presented a fine appear- 
ance. Four torch and flag boys, attired in 
black pants, red shirts and glazed caps 
marched with the Unions. Following this 
organization caiao 

DELUGE ENGINE CO. NO. 1 . 

This company mustered 59 men, and 
were headed by three pioneers, who wore 
blue shuts, trimmed with black velvet 
black pants and blue cloth caps. A beau- 
tiful satin banner, on the front side of which 
was inscribed in gilt letters—" Deluge En- 
gine Co. No. l." — with a representation of 
the Deluge in which appears the " Ark/ 1 
and the last of the human race outside of 
that " vessel of safety,'' clinging to hill-tops, 
rocks, etc., and on the reverse : " Organized 
March 5th, 1800; We Strive to Save," fol- 
lowed. This banner, together with a couple 
of very neat blue silk Hags and a magni- 
ficent wreath of flower.-, .vas presented 
to the company by Mrs. J. S. Dm mm Olid 
of Yates street, and is a present of which 
the members may well feel proud. The 
comsany appeared in red shirts, with 
blue badges and rosettes on the left breast, 
black pants, black leatharn belts, and blue 
cloth caps. The engine was tastefully deco- 
rated with Hags and wreaths. Over the 
air-vessei. a canopy of flowers was erected, 
within which was seated a pretty little girl 
of some six glimmers, representing tho 
" May Queen." Ten boys, carrying torches 
rn;i flags, marched with this company, and 
formed quite a feature in the procession; 
and the hose-tender, which followed imme- 
diately after the engine, looked well. Among 
the articles donated the company during the 
morning, were four national flags — two Brit- 
ish and two American — which were borne 
in tho procession ; the donor was Mrs. — 
Richardson. Tne duty of decorating the 
engine was assigned to Mr. Jas. E. Wolfe, 
tho President of the company. 

TIGER ENGINE CO. NO. 2, 

Numbering 59 men, and led by four pio- 
neers — two of whom carried axes, one a 
crow-bar, and one a saw, on ihe latter of 
which was inscribed, in gilt letters. " Tiger 
Co. No. 2"— -came last. The pioneers wero 
dresjed in the uniform of the company, with 
buckskin gauntlets and aprons. The mem- 
bers wore red shirts, with black velvet col- , 
lars, black pants, black leathern belts and ' 



glazed caps, and presented a fine appear- 
ance. Behind the engine walked two fire- 
men, who carried upon their shoulders two 
large brass pipes. The appearance of the 
apparatus reflected g.sat credit upon Ihe 
Tigers, and two elegant wreaths of flow- 
ers, presented by Mrs. Thos. H. McCann 
and Mrs. Wm. Jeffrays, set the machine off 
to advantage. Six torch and flag boys— 
embryo firemen, no doubt — walked with the 
company, and the hose-carriage, drawn by 
twelve men, brought up the rear of the pro- 
cession. 

The lino of march was up Yates street and 
through Government across James' Bridge, 
to the Public Buildings, where the compa- 
nies were reviewed by his Excellency, the 
Governor, who, in a speech delivered from 
the balcony, complimented the firemen upon 
the complete efficiency of the oiganizalion, 
arid their fine appearance. He also assured 
them of the warm interest he took in the 
welfare of the department, and pledged his 
cordial support to any measure which might 
advance its interests. At the conclusion of 
his remarks the department gave three 
cheers and a "tiger" for his Excellency, and 
returned to the city, where after marching 
through several of the principal streets 
they repaired lo the house of tho Union 
Hook and Ladder Company, and partook 
of a cold collation provided by that organi- 
zation. 

The health of the "Queen of England" 
was proposed and drank with nine cheers, 
the "President of the United States" was 
honored with a like response; three cheers 
were given for Governor Douglas, the Chief 
Engineer, Mr. Wm. Pickett, who as foreman 
of the hook and ladder company acted as 
marshal of the day, the Committee of Ar- 
rangements, and the General Committee. 
Messrs J. N. Thain and A. S. Guild respond- 
ed to the hitter toast in an appropriate 
manner; and the department then adjourn- 
ed to the steamer Eliza Anderson, where 
they wero entertained by Captain Thoi. 
Wright in a manner suitable to the occa- 
sion. 

About seven o'clock, the companies again 
formed in line, and the Hook and Ladder 
Company, led by the band, escorted their 
guests to their respective quarters, returning 
in a short time to their own house, where 
Ihey disbanded. 

Upon an invitation from Capt. Murray and 
Mr. o. iw.nlia, t, ( h» T'ij;cr Cornpony vis lieu 
tho residence of the latter gentleman on 
Humboldt street, in the evening, and were 
hospitably entertained. 

The parade was one of the most credit- 
able we have ever witnessed, considering the 
small population of tho town and ih« very 
recent organization of the department. A 
finer looking body of men never appeared 
in any procession, and until Tuesday, we 
had no idea ol the state of efficiency to 
which tho organization has been brought. 
On all sides, we hear Ihe department 
praised; and we congratulate the firemen 
upon the favorable impression which has 
been produced by Ihe parade upon the 
minds of many among US who were unused 
to the workings of a volunteer department. 

In Again. — Jim Brown alias " Scotty," 
was up before Judge Pemberlon on Wed- 
nesday last, charged with assaulting P. 
Buckley and breaking windows. When 
asked by his honor what he had to say lo 
the charge ! " Scotly" replied that he wax 
a first-rate hand to work aboard ship, and 
that ho was about enlisting in the navy 
when he was arrested, and that he had 
thought it a solemn duty devolving upon 
him to break windows, in orders to alford 
glazier's work, etc. The property found on 
him was a five-cent piece. The Judge did 
not sympathize with the principles of his 
august prisoner, and sent him to adorn tho 
chain-gang for fourtaen days. 

Why Don't You Take to the High- 
way? — The Gazette is at its old tricks. 
Yesterday's paper contains a report of Ihe 
meeting of the Assarnbly on Monday, copied 
word for word from the, Colonist of Tues- 
day morning, without credit! We had 
hoped that, with a change of proprietors, a 
change of principle had also taken place, 
but we were mistaken. The Gazette man 
might make a living much more honorably, 
if ho took to the highway and cried 11 stand 
and deliver" lo unfortunate travellers. 



Drunken Sailors. — Three sailors at- 
tached to Ihe ship Hebe, went to see Iho 
firemen's parade on Tuesday, and becoming 
excited by the grand show, imbibed some 
bad whiskey, went aboard ship and kicked 
up a row. They wero arrested and yester- 
day morning discharged with a reprimand. 

A Fighting Sailor. — John Sloman, a 
seaman attached to tho Hod Rover, arrived 
on Tuesday from Hongkong, threatened to 
stab tho s'.eward cl ihat vessel with a bowie 
knife. He subsequently assaulted the cap- 
tain of the vessel, for which he was senten- 
ced by Judge Peinl'erton to imprisonment 
until tho vessel »ils.
